BUDAPEST, Monday.

office by “ Revolutionary Tribunals,”’ and 
executions carried out under martial law 
in the same period, i | 

Rakosi is also charged with lése-majesté, 
rebellion, issuing counterfeit coinage, 
etc., on like grounds, 

Mr. G. H. C. Bing, the British lawyer, 
and M. Milhaud, a French lawyer, are 
acting on behalf of the family of the 
accused. 

_ The actual defence is, however, entirely 
in the hands of four Hungarian lawvers. 
A delegation from Czechoslovakia, headed 


by a Czech lawyer, was also present in 
court. 


CHEERFUL PRISONER 

On being led into court the prisoner 
looked fairly cheerful in his grey lounge 
suit. He gave his name and other data 
to the President, and stated that he had 
been in preliminary custody since April 
of last year—t.e., since the day when he 
completed the serving of his earlier eight 
and a half year’s sentence. 

Counsel for the defence submitted that 
the accused should be tried by jury, on 
the ground that most of the charges did | 
not fall into the category of ‘‘ accelerated 
| proceedings.” | : 

The Bench insisted on th: eompetence 
of the present Special Tribunal. | 

Defence counsel thereupon asked that 
the proceedings should be adjourned on 
the ground that three months were re- 
quired to study the mass of documents in 
the case, and that the accused was only 
given a fortnight in which to peruse thém. 

Rakosi, in his reply to the charges, 
pleads that he is not guilty, because in | 
the period to which they refer—the Soviet | 
régime under Bela Kun—he was repre- 
senting a Government just as lawful as 
any capitalist form of Government.

Lake Conference, Dublin, in response 
to an invitation issued by the Inter-Depart- 
mental Committee on Public Works for the 
submission of suggestions for useful public 
works desi to relieve unemployment, has 
submitted, on behalf of the Marine Lake Con- 
ference, the following report to the Committee 
on the proposed marine lake between Dolly- 
mount and Sutton, prepared for the Conference 
by its consulting engineers, Messrs. E. M. 
Murphy, B.E., M.Inst.C.E.I., and F.. W. 
Higginbotham, M.Inst.C.E.1. 


THE REPORT 


The report states:—You will observe from 
the report that the scheme provided for the 
impounding of a lake, approximately three 
and one-half miles long, and covering an area 
of upwards of nine hundred statute acres, 
together with the provision of certain ameni- 
ties detailed therein for a total cost of 
£59.742 10s. Od. 7 

This estimate covered provision for: 

(a) Excavation of Watermill lane channel 
to a top width of 500ft. and a bottom 
width of 400ft., and the depositing of 
320,000 cubic yards of the excavated 
material on the proposed site for boat 
houses, étc. 

(b) Piling 5.000ft. of the face of quay at 
Watermill lane, and erecting three 
jetties, each to be 250ft. long. 

(c) Seavislon of adequate culverts for 
stream and surface water in Watermill 
Baitang d bank t at Bull 

d) Buildh roposed embankment at bu 

is Bridge 166 fineal yards long, together 
with lecks, sluices, movable bridge 
and other incidental works. 

(e) Provision of main embankment at 
Sutton to accommodate road 40 feet 
wide. 

(f) Providing pleasure-boat jetties, each 
approximately 100 feet long at Doliy- 
mount and Sutton respectively, and 
fencing in, say. two acres of bathing 
ground and paddling pools for children 
at both points. 

(g) A sum of £8,000 to cover legal and 
engineering expenses and contingencies. 


CHANGE IN PLANS 

In their original plans as detailed in the 
report,: Messrs. Murphy and Higginbotham 
provided for meintaiming the fixed level of 
the lake at 14.25 feet above ordnance datum. 
The original plan visualised the flooding of 
the lake area from the Dollymount end only, 
and, consequently, provided for the construc- 
tion of a solid embankment at the Sutton end. 
Subsequently, it transpired that Mr. Mallagh, 
Chiet Bogineer to the Port and Docks Board, 
desired that tidal ingress should be provided 
at Sutton, and that the fixed level of the 
lake should be maintained at not more than 
15 feet above ordnance datum. 

To meet the requirements of the Port 
Board, our consulting engineers estimate that, 
in order to provide for the cost of the 
additional excavation mecessary to maintain 
sufficient depth of water in the Watermill

CORPORATION SURVEY 
The Marine Lake Conference submitted 


| their consulting engineers’ report to the Cor- 


tien of Dublin in December, 1930, and 
in the following year that body undertook 
a detailed survey of the proposed lake area, 
which was completed some time in 1952. 
Particulars of the result of the survey 
have not been made available to our 
consulting engineers, but it is apparent from 
the City Engineer’s report submitted to the 
Corporation in September, 1952, that the 
survey disclosed no engineering difficulties 
which would militate against the successful 
earrying out of the scheme submitted by the 
Marine Lake Conference.

NESSA men who are alleged to have 
held up and robbed two banks in the 
Manchester district appeared again at 
Manchester Police Court yesterday. 

The men are William Michael Kingham, 
aged 24, of Old Road, Blackley, Man- 
shit: Arthur Wood, 32, whose address 
has not been given, and Leo Kleva, 25, 
cf no settled address. : 

The first charge against them felated to 
a robbery on November 26 last year when, 
it was alleged, they stole £686 from a 
branch of Martin’s Bank at Cheetham Hill 
road, Manchester, and used personal 
violence to two clerks. 

They were further charged with bering 
on January 3 at Prestwich, being arme 
with an offensive weapon, robbed Herbert 
Hindson Hammond and John Bryan 
Sowter of £490 Os. 6d., the property of 
the District Bank, Ltd., and with usin 
— violence to Hammond an 
owter. 

The case for the prosecution closed, 

The three men stated that they had 
nothing-to say. They pleaded not guilty, 
and reserved their defence.

THE ARRESTS 


Inspector William Page said that Wood 
was arrested early on January 5 at a hotel 
in Manchester. Kingham was arrested 
while driving in a motor car in the Cheet- 
ham Hill district of the city on January 
7. He told Kleva that he had visited his 
sister's house in Manchester, and found a 
suit of clothes and two boxes containing 
money. He alleged that Kleva admitted 
that the suit was his. 

Kleva was further allegetl to have said 
on being shown the money: “ That’s al] 
right. She knows nothing about it. I 
would not have been here now if the other 
two had followed their instructions. I am 
the man that threw the pepper at Martin’s. 
I say that and exonerate the other two. 
It was harmless. I had it tried on myself 
before using it, and the only effect it had 
was on the throat. One could not speak 
for a minute or so. There was no real 
violence, and no real harm came to the 
clerks.’ 

The Inspector stated that when the 
three men were charged in connection with 
the two robberies they denied having used 
personal violence. 


A SPECIAL APPEAL 


Mr. B. N. Wingate-Saul, who appeared 
for Kingham, suggested that Kingham 
should not be committed on a charge 
relating to robbery with personal violence. 
There was, he said, no evidence of persona] 
violence, but this point was over-ruled by 
the Stipendary Magistrate, Mr. Orr. 

Mr. Nelson, for Kleva, made a special 
appeal on the ground that one of his sisters 
was seriously ill. He had heard the 
word ‘‘dying’’ used in connection with 
her condition. 

The Magistrate, after discussion with 
Superintendent Valentine, of the Man- 
chester C.1.D., said that the Prison Com- 
missioners would allow Kleva to visit his 
sister should the need ever arise. 

Kleva made a personal appeal for bail. 
He said that he would observe any con- 
ditions which the police imposed, and 
stated that his sister was so ill that he 
might he too late to see her.

“ Profit and Loss”’ was the subject of an 
address to the Belfast Rotary Club to-day at 
their meeting in the Grand Central Hotel by 
Mr. F. W. Ogilvie, M.A., Vice-Chancellor 
of Queen’s University. Mr. D. Jd. Thompson 
presided. 

Mr. Ogilvie discussed the influence which 
tome sia business methods had upon the 
outlook of the community at large, and 
emphasised the large place occupied in the 
modern world by economic activities, which 
were not meas, | Á to the ordinary tests of 
business. 

He suggested that quite a good test of the 
degree of civilisation which any community 
had reached was just that store which com- 
munities set by the things, such as social 
services, or art, or music, or education, which 
did not admit in any strict sense of a profit 
and loss account. 

There was some danger, the speaker 
thought, of being mesmérised by the profit- 
and-loss test of efficiency. ani of trying to 
apply the test to ‘fields where it was 
wholly inappropriate. 

The trad accounts of a country—for 
example, the United Kingdom or any other— 

re a certain superficial resemblance to the 
trading accounts of a business, and it was 
easy to slin inte regarding a nation as a 
business firm, and speaking of its exports and 
imports as if they were credit and debit 
items. This fallacy, which led to rejoicing 
over a so-called favourable balance for one's 
own country, and even to gloating over the 
so-called adverse balance of another country, 
had, of course, been exploded time and again 
during the last two centuries, but it was 
strangely persistent.

E good ship City of Dublin sailed 
trom the port ef Dublin on January 
10th, bound for Antwerp. She returned 
to Dublin yesterday to find that tales had 
been circulated from abroad. Some of 
these statements have appeared in English 
and Continental newspapers. They are 
not all alike 

- An interview was souvht by an /rish 
Times reporter with Messrs. Palgrave 
Murphy and (Co., who are agents for the 
Saorstat and Continental Steamship Com- 
pany which owns the steamship City of 


: Dublin. 


Captain A. F. Gordon, managing diree- 
tor, who was asked about these-tales from 
abroad, said:—* | 
“ The City of Dublin sailed on January 
10th from Dublin for Antwerp with a ship- 
ment of cattle and horses. Fifteen cattle 
and two horses died on the voyage, or had 
to be slaughtered With a ‘ humane killer.’ 
Our vessels have all one of these instru- 
ments as part of their permanent equip- 
ment.’’ | 
“* What sort of voyage did the ship 
have?”’ er 

‘* 1 cannot tell you more than that, after 
leaving port, the vesse] encountered a 
strong southerly gale. The wind shifted 
later to the north-west, accompanied by 
heavy long seas, causing the boat to rol! 
and labour heavily. This continued unti! 
Land’: End was reached, but after that the 
vessel experienced normal winter weather 
until she reached Antwerp.” 


INCORRECT STORY 


“Were the animals gravely injured and 
thrown overboard ?”’ 

“The story is incorrect in that form.

Most 
of the crew looking after the cattle have 
been on the ship six or seven years, and 
have had tong experience of the handling 
of cattle on the continental service.” 

“ You have no responsibility for what 
happened ir Belgium ?”’

Aboard there is always an ample cáir a 
of food and water. An extra supply ol 
fodder is wboard in case of delays owing 
to weather conditions.”’ 


A YEAR'S DEATHS | 


“ The occurrence on the City of Dublin 
was an unusual one?” 

“Very. These vessels have carried 
large numbers of live-stock to Antwerp 
peda the past six years, and the 
casualties have been very low. 1 can give 
you the figures for 1933-34. We carried 
in that period 4,204 horses, 2,584 cattle. 


Out of that number the total casualties 
were five horses, six cattle and one sheep 
—in all twelve animals, aud I do not think

The Council decided to instruct its

RITAIN had its first fatal autogiro 
accident yesterday when Flying

CAN LAND ON CRUISER 


The autogiro has risen into the lime 
light already this year. On January Sth. 
for the first time in the history of this 
machine, an autogiro took off from an 
ordinary cruiser at sea steaming at 24 
knots, and later landed on the cruiser 
again. These trial flights were performed 
by a British pilot. Mr. R. A. C. Brie, at 
the invitation of the Italian Government. 
Landings were made on a platform only 


In a few days time the latest autogiro, 
a five-seater machine with no wings that 
has been built at the oracr of the British 
is due to make its tria! 
flights at Yeovil. It has frequently been 
claimed that the auto-giro is the safest | 
machine in the world. It possesses the 
peeuliar ability to descend vertically and 
to hover about in the air, or, if need be. 
attain a speed of 160 miles an hour. The 
machines are so small that they could be 
vane im. a garage and so easy to mani. 
pulate that they could be flown from a 
back garden. They have been used for 
control of traffic at Epsom on Derby Day 
and on similar occasions.

Tn a leading article to-day The Times 
observes:—The bill for the reorganisation 
and development of the herring industry, 
the text of which is published to-day, is a 
drastic and, in some respects, disagreeable 
measure, dictated by the unenyiable and 
largely unavoidable plight of all who make 
their living by catching, curing or selling 
this delectable fish. The bill, it is true, 
avoids prescribing for the industry all the 
details recommended in the report of the 
Sea Fish Commission, issued five montlts 
ago, but it establishes a nominated Board, 
enjoins it to draw up a detailed scheme of 
reorganisation, and equips it with powers 
wide enough to ensure that all the impor- 
tant recommendations of the Commission 
may finally be made operative. 

After mentioning the many previous 
attempts made by the Government to help 
the industry, The Times prec: ds :— Better 
transport facilities and the spread of fried 
fish shops where herrings are unsu.table 
have made white fish a formidable com. 
petitor, Other forms of food, both fresh 
and preserved, have fallen relatively to 
the herring in price, and are less trouble, 
if far less nutritious. Finally, the 
competition of foreign herrings is con- 
siderable. Nothing, it is to be feared, 
can prevent the necessity of reducing 
the industry, in the first place, to smaller 
proportions. But it may’ be hoped that 
the industry need not continue for ever 
upon the restricted scale with which it 
must start its new lease of life.

PAPER AT DUBLIN 
ROTARY CLUB 


R. CHARLES H. MURPHY, Irish 
M Secretary to the Automobile Asso- 
ciation, read a paper on '' Road 
Risks ’’’ to the members of the Dublin 
Rotary Club yesterday, at the Metropole Res- 
taurant. 
Mr. E. Keith Eason, President, was in the 
Mr. Murphy said that people would admit 
that the risks of the road, their cause and 
care, constitute, without doubt, one of the 
greatest problems of the day. Most of the 
road accidents were due to pedestrians step- 
ping off the kerb in front of motor cars with- 
out looking where they were going, and in 
many instances thus injure not only them- 
selves, but bring the motorist to grief as well. 
He had passed round a sheet of data of ac- 
cidents for the year 1952-33 in the Irish Free 
State and Northern Ireland. An analysis of 
the figures would show that the motorist is 
not by any means the main offender. All 
users of the road must be considered re- 
sponsible for the risks and accidents on the 
road—no one class could be made accuunt- 
able. In addition to the fatal accidents 
which happened on the roads there was also 
the actual and potential value of the lives 
lost. Every one must take his share of 
lowering the number of accidents, and it is 
in the interasts of all that there should be 
general concentration on ways and means for 
reducing the accident fgures. 


POINTS FOR DRIVERS 


One of the most important points which 
every motorist should bear in mind is the 
obligation to indicate any change in direc- 
tion to drivers of other vehicles, police con- 
stables on traffic duty, and A.A. patrols. 
Care should always be taken at corners and 
bends, leaving ample room ior on-coming 
traflic. The driver should be on the Jook- 
ont for caution signs, and speed should al- 
ways be reduced when approaching a road 1n- 
tersection or bend. The unnecessary use of 
the horn minimises its effectiveness, He be- 
lieved that it is much safer to drive by sight 
rather than sound. The great secret of road | 
safety — and it is a very open secret 
—said Mr. Murphy, is to keep in 
mind at all times and in all condi- 
tions the importance of a clear view ahead. 
One can be involved in an accident for which 
one is in no way responsible, and the risk of 
the road must always be looked at in the 
light of all other users of the road, 

Continuing, Mr. Murphy said that road 
accidents could never be prevented by legis- 
lation. Educative propaganda, he thought, 
should be, on all occasions, the key-note for 
the improvement of road safety. At the same 
time censtructive schemes, worked out on a 
definite principle over the whole country, 
should be taken. 


SLEEPY DRIVERS 


One of the dangerous risks of the road that 
has not been given the place it deserves is | 
drowsiness and the possibility of falling 
asleep. The human body.is so constructed 
that auy rhythm is liable to dull the senses, | 
and there have been cases where the droning 
of an engine has caused drowiness, and 
ultimately the actual falling-asleep of the 
person driving the car. The only real means 
to prevent this is by keeping a car fairly wel! 
ventilated with a free passage of air, and if 
drowiness is definitely overcoming the driver 
he should pull into a side road and have the 
necessary forty winks. 

Regarding traffic signals in cities—it was 
advisable, he said, that these should, wherever 
possible, be vehicle-actuated. 

All uughway authorities and county sur- 
veyors should be instructed wherever a foot- 
path exists, that the footpath should invari- 
ably be in a better state of repair than the 
ig road,
